The Spanish prime minister. Mr. 
Adolfo Suarez, arrives here 
tomorrow on a two-day official 
visit to Jordan, the Jordan News 
Agency (JNA) reported. It said he 
will hold talks with His Majesty 
King Hussein, Crown Prince Has- 
san and Prime Minister Sharif 
Abdul Hamid Sharaf on bilateral 
relations and a number of inter- 
national issues. 

He will fly in from Baghdad 
after talks with Iraqi leaders, 
which according to Spanish 
embassy officials here, are likely 
to cover the energy crisis and the 
Arab-Israeli conflict. 

His visit here, the first by a 
Spanish prime minister, and to 
Iraq, is seen by observers in 
Amman as reflecting increased 
Spanish interest in Middle Eastern 
affairs.

AL RA’f: Jordan, in supporting the principles put forth in the

Mr. Abu 
Maizar said. 

Israel yesterday laid the cor- 
nerstone of what is planned to 
become one of the biggest Jewish 
settlements in the occupied West 
Bank. 

Israeli cabinet ministers 
atrended the ceremony marking 
the beginning of a instruct ion of 
Efrat. un urban settlement on the 
Jerusalem -Hebron road. 

Housing ministry officials said 
the government hoped to build the 
first 350 flats in the town within 
two years with the aim of settling 
5.000 families during a period of 
10 years. 

U.S. immigrants 

The first neighbourhood uill be 
built on a plot of seven hectares of 
land, none of which belongs to 
West Bank Palestinians, accord- 
ing to a government claim. 

The first settlers to move in will 
be new immigrants from the 
United States, the officials said. 

In Cairo. Israeli Defence Minis- 
ter Ezer Wcizman said co- 
existence. rather than Jewish set- 
tlements, provide security for 
Israel. 

Mr. Wcizman’ s remarks came 
in an interview with Al Ahram 
newspaper published today and 
seem to clash sharply with the pos- 
ition of Israeli Prime Minister 
Mcnachem Begin- Mr. Begin has 
maintained that settlements are 
Israel’s security blanket. 

“Settlements do not represent 
security .” for Israel Mr. Weizman 
was quoted as saying. “Security 
will come through co-existence, 
knowing each other’s problems 
and reinforcing mutual con- 


fidence. 

“Israeli efforts in these domains 
are sadly very limited." he added. 

Internal problems 

The Israeli defence minister, a 
prominent figure in the 
Egypt ian-Isracli negotiations for 
peace, also explained that the 
withdrawal from settlements in 
the Sinai Peninsula. like in the 
West Bank, would create internal 
problems for Israel, but added 
that despite that he was optimistic 
for a settlement of the Palestinian 
autonomy negotiations. 

Egypt. Israel and the U.S. will 
hold the next round of their Pales- 
tinian autonomy talks in London 
on Feb. 26 and 27. informed dip- 
lomatic sources said today. 

The talks will be attended by 
Egyptian Prime Minister Mus- 
tapha Khalil. Israeli Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg and U.S. 
Middle East envoy Sol Linowitz. 

The three delegates concluded 
two days of talks in Herzlia. north 
of Tel Aviv, late last month when 
Egypt and Israel turned down 
each other's proposals on aut- 
onomy for Palestinians in the 
West Bunk and Gaza Strip. 

In Tel Aviv. Israeli officials said 
thev expect Mr. Linowitz to speed 
up his search for common ground 
between Israeli and Egyptian 
plans on granting self-rule for the 
West Bank and Gaza. 

Lower priority 

Mr. Linowitz has made clear he 
intends using every effort to bring 
the talks to a successful conclusion 
by next May. the date stipulated in 
the Camp David summit accords 
of 1978. 

His haste has not been entirely 
welcomed by Israeli officials who 
at one stage were arguing that the 
Palestinian question should be 
relegated to a lower priority 
because of larger American prob- 
lems in Iran and Afghanistan. 

Israeli leaders were openly dis- 
concerted by American insistence 
that a swift solution to the Pales- 
tinian problem was the best way of 
helping settle wider issues. 

In defining the American 
attitude Mr. Linowitz has said the 
negotiators must devise a formula 
which Palestinians would find 
attractive. So far the West Bank 
and Gaza Arabs have refused to 
join the discussions, saying aut- 
onomy is a trick to perpetuate the 
1 3 -year-old Israeli occupation of 
their land.

EDITOR'S \OTE: Following is a profile by Reut- 
ers of Spanish Prime Minister Adolfo Suarez, who 
arrives in Amman today fora 24-hour official visit 
to Jordan.

MADRID— On a sunny December morning four 
years ago a young politician named Adolfo 
Suarez, dressed in the blue shirt of the Falangists, 
knelt to swear allegiance to Spain's single-state 
party.

The occasion was the swearing-in of the coun- 
try's first government following the deafh of dic- 
tator Francisco Franco the month before. 

Coming among a batch of new ministerial 
appointments, the naming of Suarez as head of 
Franco’s party, the National Movement, passed 
largely unnoticed. 

But today the handsome career politician is 
firmly established as prime minister of a rejuve- 
nated and democratic Spain, and his spell as head 
of the “Movimiento” is an episode the perhaps 
would rather forget. 

If only to remind him and Spain of his past, a 
first, best-selling biography of the young premier 
carries a photograph of his swearing-in on its 

-coyer. . . .. 

Superimposed over Suarez's left shoulder is an 
impassive Franco. 

The book's cover and its title Adoljb Suarez : 
Story of an Ambition give immediate notice that it 
is far from an official biography. 

But although its publication was awaited with 
apprehension by the prime minister's entourage, 
journalist Gregorio Moran has not hit Suare 2 very 
hard. 

The portrait which emerges is of a charming but 
fiercely ambitious young man charting his way to 
power through the labyrinths of the Franco 
regime with a mixture of luck and good judgment. 

According to the author, Suarez's overriding 
characters! ics as a young man were “amiability, 
niceness and enthusiastic servility." But he is also 
credited with “a political sense of smell for know- 
ing which way the wind is going to blow." 

Suarez was bom into a middle-class provincial 
family in 1932. 

Barely four years old when the 1936-39 civil 


war erupted. Suarez was unseated by hsdi 
He belonged to neither the winning no 
camp. 

His father, for from being a Francois. \ 
known for supporting a Republican dep 
narrowly escaped arrest by the Naiionali 

Suarez’s home province of Avila market 
Cast ill ian. centrist and Roman Catholic.

Moran says Suarez “treated Juan Carlos 
long before he became one. The print 
number one on his list of people to be paid i 
above the men of the moment." 

After Franco's death on Nov. 20. 1975 
the prince's former tutor. Torcuato Fer 
Miranda, who adopted Suarez and ensu 
appointment, first as minister of the r 
movement and, in July 1976, as premier.

The TCC has already arranged 
a loan from the Japanese gov- 
ernment to purchase additional 
components to increase the load 
of three new exchanges by 5,000 
lines and the load of the Abdali 
exchange by 10.000 lines. It is 
expected these additions will be 
made by mid-1981. 

The loan is through the Japan- 
ese government because the con- 
tract for the four exchange was 
awarded to a Japanese firm as a 
turnkey project which includes the 
equipment. 

The TCC has now contracted 
two Japanese fimts to manage the 
connection of new subscribers to 
the automatic exchanges, and to 
supervise the transfer of some 
existing subscribers from the old 
electro-mechanical exchanges to 
the new exchanges. The Firms will 
also train Jordanian technicians 
from the TCC on how to operate 


and repair the new equipment. 

Those waiting for telephone 
service will soon be contacted by 
the TCC, in chronological order 
starring with those who have 
waited longest, and will be asked 
-to pay the one-time installation 
charge of JD 60 and the annual 
subscription of JD 18. 

All telephone numbers of the 
new Marka exchange will stan 
with the digit "9". Some 50 sub- 
scribers were connected to the 
new exchange yesterday to test the 
system on its first implementation. 
“The commissioning of rhe Marka 
exchange was successful from the 
very first moment" Mr. Ismail 
said. 

The Wadi Seer exchange will 
have an initial capacity of 5,000 
lines and immediately relieve the 
overcrowded existing electro- 
mechanical exchange. The new 
exchange will serve much of the 
Wadi Seer area plus rhe area bet- 
ween the Fifth Circle and the 
■Wadi Seer junction. This will 
allow the old exchange to serve 
only within the Wadi Seer mun- 
icipal lines. The new exchange is 
located at the Wadi Seer junction. 

The new SuweiJeh exchange is 
identical to the Wadi Seer 
exchange, with an initial capacity 
of 5,0u0 lines and an ultimate 
capacity of 35,000 lines. It is 
located at the Suweileh junction. 
Much of its future load will be 
facilitated by extensions of tele- 
phone trunk lines into Amman's 
outlying regions.

3.000-line increase’ over the old 
exchange, which had 7,000 lines. 
The fust expansion of the new sys- 
tem has already been secured 
through the Japanese loan. Tliar 
expansion calls for a block of 
1 0,000 lines. 

The old Abdali exchange won't 
go to waste. The TCC has signed a 
contract with an Indian firm to 
dismantle pan of the exchange, 
refurbish the equipment and 
install it in the existing Ashrafiyeh 
exchange to raise its number of 
lines from 7.000 to 10.000. which 
is the maximum number an 
electro-mechanical exchange can 
handle. 

The turkney project for the 
four new exchanges also includes a 
provision that all overhead tele- 
phone lines be replaced and put 
underground. This does not. how- 
ever, include droplines, the tele- 
phone wire from a building to the 
nearest pole. 

Droplines have caused the 
greatest difficulties for the TCC in 
maintaining proper service, 
because they are not of sufficient 
quality to withstand severe' 
weather. So the TCC has just pur- 
chased. and received, over two 
million metres of superior dro- 
pline from the United States 
which it will soon use to replace all 
original droplines. The new, heav- 
ily insulated line meets all U.S. 
specifications. "If this line passes 
requirements for America, where 
weather conditions vary 
extremely. I think it will function 
fine in Jordan's rather moderate 
climate." Mr. Ismail said.

new exchanges not offered by the 
old exchanges are abbreviated 
dialing, a system to place a call on 
hold, a call transfer system and 
priority status. 

Abbreviated dialing is used for 
numbers frequently called. 
Instead of dialing five or more 
digits — when the DDD system 
goes into operation in 1985 the 
number of digits could reach nine 
— a caller can dial only two digits 
which have been programmed 
into the exchange's computer. 

Also, a cal! waiting system will 
allow the receiver to place a call 
"on hold" while he answers 
another call, and then get back to 
the original call. 

A transfer system will allow a 
receiver to programme into the 
computer another number where 
he will be later. That way a doctor, 
for example, can leave’ his office 
yet receive at his home all calls 
meant for the office. 

And a priority service will 
ensure that if an exchange mal- 
functions or repairs are necessary, 
the priority subscriber will be the. 
last to be disconnected. 

Accompanying the project for 
the new exchanges, though on a 
separate contract, is a project to 
upgrade junction stations which 
connect the eight exchanges in the 
Amman region. The four new 
automatic exchanges and the four 
existing exchanges are linked by- 
circuits at junctions. At times 
these junctions are overcrowded 
and a caller cannot get a line 
through. For example, it is not 
uncommon for a midday caller 
from the Abdali exchange, which 
starts with the digit "6", to try to 
call someone in Jabal Amman 
ihrough the Zahran exchange, 
which starts with the digit '‘4’', and 
get an engaged signal after dailing 
only the first “4". In this case, the 
junction circuits are fully- 
occupied. 

But the project just started will 
increase by 69 percent the capac- 
ity of the existing circuits by incor- 
porating a modern Pulse Code 
Modulation (PCM) system, 
instead of a wire within the junc- 
tion cable carrying only a few calls, 
each wire can increase its load four 
to six rimes by using a different 
frequency for each call within the 
wire. But because the existing 
junction cables were not originally 
designed for PCM, the maximum 
increase they can handle is 69 per 
cent. Eventually the old circuits 
will be replaced with cables 
designed to accommodate the 
PCM svstem.

National gallery opens today

AMMAN, Feb. II— Tuesday 
marks the beginning of a new era 
in the Jordanian art world with the 
opening of rhe first permanent 
home for works by both local and 
other Arab artists to be estab- 
lished in this country, the Jordan 
National Gallery of Fine Arts in 
Jabal Luweibdeh. 

The Gallery-, which will be 
opened by Their Majesties King 
Hussein and Queen Noor, has 
been established by the Royal Soc- 
iety of Fine Arts with the aim of 
making it something of a pioneer 
in its field— not only in Jordan but 
in the rest of the Arab and Islamic 
Worlds and neighbouring coun- 
tries in the Middle East, as Her 
Highness. Princess Wijdan. presr 
ident of the sociery's founding 
committee, explained today. 

In the year since the society was 
formed. Princess Wijdan. who is 
herself an artist, and a small group 
of local art-lovers and artists, 
spurred on by the society's patron 
Queen Noor. have collected an 
assortment of works by more than 
60 painters, sculptors and ceram- 
ists, mostly contemporary. The 
works now on display have been 
divided into three categories: con- 
temporary Arab, predominantly 
Jordanian and Iraqi; “orient- 
alists" -European artists, chiefly 
of the last century, who were 
inspired by the Arab environment 


and “pioneers" — those artists, 
both Arab and non-Arab who 
spent at least pan of their lives in 
Jordan and had a big influence on 
present-day Jordanian artists. 

Most of the works have been 
donaled and a few bought, both 
here and abroad, with funds col- 
lected privately. There have been 
no fund raising activities on a 
public scale, the society depending 
instead on the generosity of indf- 
vidual benefactors and a handful 
o’f government institutions and 
banks. 

The gallery's home, in a villa 
overlooking the Muntasser Circle 
in Jabal Luweibdeh, is only tem- 
porary. until the time comes when 
the JD I million needed for a per- 
manent home have been raised. 
Then there will be room to 
accommodate an ever-growing 
number of work snot on display, as 
well as a reference library of an 
and architecture books. Among 
the donations so far received is a 
set of books on Islamic art from 
the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington. 

Plans that will be put into oper- 
ation immediately, despite the 
limited space, include monthly 
exhi bit ions by Jordanian or fore- 
ign artists. Foreign critics will be 
invited to these shows and their 
criliques published in the local 
press, thus providing the artists' 
with professional constructive cri- 
ticism. 

Lectures and discussion will

A separate opening will be 
held on Thursday afternoon for all 
local artists, regardless of whether 
they are represented in the gallery 
or not. 

The gallery will be open daily, 
except for Mondays, as from 
Wednesday Feb. 15. Opening 
hours 10-1 p.m.. 3:30 - nOO p.m.

Declarer’s problem was 
that he was not in a giving 
mood. Had he remembered 
..that charity begins at home, 
he might have found the win- 
ning line. 

Unless a defender had 
started with specifically a 
doubleton jack of diamonds, 
the queen of diamonds was 
nothing but a liability. 
Observe the difference of 
leading the king of diamonds 
from dummy at trick two, 
sacrificing the queen under 
it! 

If East elects lo hold up. 
declarer simply continues 
with the ten of diamonds, 
forcing East to win. Now 
declarer still has two entries 
to dummy, but East is left 
with only one diamond stop- 
per. 

Best defense is for East to 
revert to spades after winn- 
ing his first diamond .trick.

At stake is the fate of the 
Summer Games in Moscow and 
ultimately, the future of the entire 
Olympic movement. 

, the full session of the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee 
(IOC) will consider a U.S.

away from Moscow because of rhe 
Soviet Union's intervention in 
Afghanistan. 

So vital is the debate that the 
IOC decided to postpone the start 
of the rwo-day discussion for 24 
hours until today to enable as 
many members as possible to take 
part. 

The debate on the Moscow 


Games will continue tomorrow 
but there is no guarantee that 
there will be an official public 
announcement by the IOC at the 
end of the discussion. 

What is certain is that a clear 
majority of IOC members are 
determined that the show will go 
on in Moscow as planned, though 
some are concerned that such a 
vote could result in public demon- 
strations and protests during the 
Winter Games. 

But for close to a thousand 
sportsmen and women now in 
Lake Placid, the long-term destiny 
of the Olympics was of less than 
immediate concern. 

They will find their destiny on 
the artificial snow and ice of this 
quaint resort village over the next 
two weeks and the centre of atten- 
tion today will be the first timed 
practice for the men's downhill, 
the glamour event of the games.

Carter scores narrow 
win in Maine contest 


AUGUSTA, Maine, Feb. 11 (R) 
President Carter narrowly beat his 
rival Senator Edward Kennedy in 
the Maine Democratic Party cau- 
cuses here last night, the second 
clash in their battle for the party's 
presidential nomination. 

Mr. Carter took 44 per cent of 
the vote, with Senator Kennedy, 
campaigning in his New England 
home territory, taking 39 percent, 
and the third slice going to 
California Governor Jeny Brown, 
who gained 15 per cent. Two per 
cent went to uncommitted dele- 
gates. 

With the support for Senator 
Kennedy and Governor Brown, 
more Democrats actually voted 
against Mr. Carter than for him, 
although Presidential Press Sec- 
retary Jody Powell said: “Where I 
come from, a win is a win and a 
defeat is a defeat. Close only in 
pitching horseshoes." 

For Senator Kennedy, the 
showing was a vast improvement 
on his performance in their first 
test of strength, when be went 
down to Mr. Carter by two-to-one * 
in the Iowa party caucuses. 

The Maine caucuses were held 
to choose over 2.000 delegates to 
a state convention in May which in 
turn will choose rhe state’s 22 
delegates to the August Demo- 
cratic national convention. 

Mr. Kennedy claimed victory in 
defeat and said the results would 
breathe new life into his cam- 
paign. He said the vote was a 
signal to Mr. Carter from the vot- 
ers that his strategy of staying in 
the White House and not debating 
his opponents in perron had 
failed. 

But Mr. Powell said that the 
president would not start cam- 
paigning until the U.S. embassy 
hostages held in Tehran were 
released. 

Some political observers saw 
rhe Kennedy showing as a near 
upset performance. But others 
said it simply proved that Mr. Car- 
ter had not yet knocked him out of 
the race. 

Mr. Brown. Mr. Kennedy and 
Mr. Carter next meet head-on in 
the Feb. 2ft New Hampshire prim- 
ary election for Democratic Party 
vo’ters. the first of 37 state 
primaries to be held before the 
summer's presidential nomination 
conventions. 

The relatively strong showing - 
by Mr. Kcnnedv in Maine gives 
him a chance of an upset win in 
New Hampshire, a state in which 
recent polls showed he was badly 
trailing the president, even though 
it is next door to his native Mas- 
sachusetts. 

In Maine, Mr. Kennedy con- 
centrated on domestic issues like 
inflation and unemployment, 
while the president rested on the 
laurels he has received for hand-

ling the hostage crisis and the 
American reponse to Soviet milit- 
ary intervention in Afghanistan. 

Despite his strong showing in 
Maine, Mr. Kennedy goes info 
New Hampshire with two straight 
defeats. 

After his Iowa defeat, he 
claimed that victories in Maine 
and New Hampshire were vital to 
his campaign, but he now says he 
will stay in the contest until the 
end. 


2,928-metre Whiteface Mountain 
course, which already has 
prompted mixed views among the 
top contenders, ranging from too 
fast to too easy. 

But few of the competitors are 
likely to go all out in the four 
timed practices for Thursday's 
race, preferring to keep their tal- 
ents under wraps as far as possible 
in the tight-knit high-speed world 
of top-class skiing.

Only vehicles with passes issued 
by games authorities were allowed 
into Lake Placid itself from mid- 
night last night and village resi- 
dents were restricted to using their 
cars between midnight and six in 
the morning. 

But security was generally 
unobtrusive and relations bet- 
ween Olympic visitors and police 
and state troopers were relaxed 
and friendly. 

Boxer-diplomat Muhammad 
Ali returned to the United States 
yesterday claiming success in his 
five-nation tour of Africa to boost 
President Carter's call for a boy- 
cott of the Moscow Olympics. 

“ I was very successful. We had a 
75 per cent successful tour," Mr. 
Ali told reporters at Andrews Air 
Force Base, near Washington, 
after his presidential jet arrived 
from Dakar. 

He refused to say what part of 
the trip he thought was unsuc- 
cessful and said details would have 
to wait until after he had discussed 
it with President Carter. 

"i have a lot of messages for 
him," Mr. Ali said. 

Mr. Ali visited Kenya, Liberia. 
Nigeria, Senegal and Tanzania. 
Before he arrived, Kenya and 
Libera had already said they 
would boycott the Moscow Game’s 
in protest against the presence of 
Soviet troops in Afghanistan. 

Despite Mr. Alt’s efforts, 
Nigeria and Senegal refused to 
support the boycott and Tanzania 
has not yet committed itself. 


Mr. Ali said the most successful 
part of his trip was in Kenya, 
because it decided not to send its 
strong team of runners to Mos- 
cow. 

Asked if he would make 
another, similar trip if asked to do 
so by Mr. Carter, he replied: 
“Quick, quick." 

He denied repons from Africa 
that he had said he was being 
exploited by the president. 

“I wouldn't say that about my 
president," he said. ‘Tin not a dip- 
lomat. I'm just a private citizen 
who is doing whar I think is right." 

Meanwhile, the brother of the 
deposed Shah of Iran. Prince 
Gholam Reza Pahlavi, lost his seat 
on the International Olympic 
Committee yesterday. 

The prince, elected to IOC 
membership in 1955, was lapsed 
because he has nor anended the 
last three sessions. This is a pro- 
cedure used occasionally to oust 
inactive members. 

IOC directories give his address 
as the Royal Palace, Tehran, but 
he has been in exile since the 
Islamic revolution last year which 
overthrew the Shah. 

Prince Gholam Reza was an 
active member during the past 
decade as Iran expanded its sports 
facilities and was a key figure in 
the staging of the 1974 Asian 
Games in Tehran. 

After those games, he directed a 
brief campaign aimed at staging 
the 1984 Summer Olympics in the 
Iranian capital, making use of the 
magnificent main stadium and 
other facilities created on the out- 
skirts of the city. Iran gave up its 
drive to be an Olympic host after 
studying the huge costs and per- 
sonnel problems involved. 

IOC Director Monique Ber- 
lioux told a press conference that 
the National Olympic Committee 
of Iran, of which the prince had 
been president, still existed but 
was under suspension bv rhe IOC 
because its rules were not in order. 

Sources said the difficulties with 
the rules were of a technical 
nature, arising out of Iran’s con- 
stitutional status, and would be 
cleared without problems by 
sports authorities there in the near 
future. 


Rhodesia ceasefire faces 


gravest threat following 
attempt on Mugabe’s life 


SALISBURY. Feb. 11 (R) -- Rhodesia's fragile six-weck-old 
ceasefire faces its gravest threat following a fresh attempt to kill 
nationalist leader "Robert Mugabe and mounting confrontation 
between the guerrilla chief and British Governor Lord Soames. 

The Marxist-lean ing Mr. Mugabe escaped death by seconds 
vesterdav when a big remote-controlled bomb planted in a culvert 
under a road exploded jusr after his car sped by. 

The blast cut a three-metre hole in the tarmac road and 
forced a following car into the bush, but Mr. Mugabe was unhurt. 
It was the second attempt on his life in four days. 

It was not known who planted the bomb which, police said, 
would have blown Mr. Mugabe's car to pieces had it been 
triggered a few seconds earlier. 

““News of the incident in the southern town of Fort Victoria 
reached Salisbury shortly before Lord Soames announced 
through a spokesman that he had barred one of Mr. Mugabe’s 
senior aides. Mr. Enos Nkala, from campaigning for this month's 
pre -independence election. 

The ban seems certain to increase Mr. Mugabe’s anger at 
Lord Soames' behaviour and it might create unrest in 
Commonwealth-monitored ceasefire assembly points. 

Some 22.000 guerrillas, 17.000 of them loyal to Mr. Mugabe 
and the rest from Joshua Nkomo's Zimbabwe People's 
Revolutionary Army (ZIPRA) have congregated in the assembly 
points, monitored by only small Commonwealth units. 

Although Mr. Nkala" is not disqualified as a candidate, he is 
not permitted to canvass support or publicise his cause in his 
Matabele area in the runup to the Feb. 27-29 vote. 

The ban was the first move by Lord Soames to stamp out 
what he says is a widespread campaign of intimidation and polit- 
ical violence by Mr. Mugabe's Zimbabwe African National 
Union-Patriotic Front (ZANU-PF). Mr. Mugabe denies the Brit- 
ish governor’s allegation. 

News of the attempt to kill Mr. Mugabe and the ban on Mr. 
Nkala sent a wave of apprehension through already-nervous 
guerrillas, convincing them that they were under threat and were 
being victimised by Lord Soames. nationalist sources said.

Japan attaches major new 
importance to Middle East 


TOKYO, Feb. 11 (R) -- Japan is 
attaching major new importance 
to the Middle East, supplier of the 
bulk of hs oil needs, following 
developments in Iran and Afghan- 
istan. 

Maintenance of the Middle East 
oil flow, vital to this country's 
economy, is fast becoming a new 
pillar of Japanese foreign policy, 
taking its place beside the long- 
standing one of Tokyo's relations 
with Washington. 

Two recent developments bear 
this out: official reluctance here to 
go along with a United States 
request to take part in economic 
sanctions against both Iran over 
the seizure of the American 
embassy in Tehran and the Soviet 
Union for its military intervention 
in Afghanistan; and government 
support for a proposed visit here 
by Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation (PLO) leader Yasser 
Arafat, probably late next month. 

Later this month, former fore- 
ign minister Mr. Sunao Sonoda is 
due to visit the Middle East, as 
well as India and Pakistan. His trip 
will cover Saudi Arabia. Japan's 
biggest oil supplier, the Unired 
Arab Emirates (UAE) and poss- 
ibly Iran. 

Officially, his tour is in the 
interests of stable oil supplies for 
Japan. But he is also expected to 
try- to build trust in Iran with offers 
of increased economic coop- 
eration plus an effort aimed at the

release of the U.S. embassy hos- 
tages, if this has not already 
occurred. 

The Japanese Government 
appears to have been stung by the 
criticism that while it is the second 
largest economic power in the 
non-communist world, its political 
influence is virtually nil. 

Meanwhile. Tokyo has joined 
the chorus against tbe Soviet 
Union over Afghanistan but has 
done virtually nothing else to 
suggest it is seriously following the 
U.S. request for economic meas- 
ures against Moscow. 

Japan also has increased trade 
with Iran, which supplies about 
ten per cent of its oil, during the 
past two months to levels 
approaching those before the 
revolution which toppled the Shah 
a year ago. 

Japan has also decided ten- 
tatively to go ahead with a joint 
project in southern Iran to com- 
plete a S3. 2 billion petrochemical 
complex, one of the country's 
biggest foreign economic ventures 
to date. 

Mr. Sonoda. foreign minister 
for two years up to December, 
said in newspaper interviews that 
he was not going to the Middle 
East to “beg for oil." 

“It is my main intention to find 
out what Japan can do in the reg- 
ion amid confrontation between 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union," he said. 

Mr. Sonoda's successor at the 
Foreign Ministry, Mr. Saburo 
Okira, a noted economist, told 


Mr. Krmura said there could be 
no lasting peace in the Middle 
East without a solution to the 
Palestinian problem. “The Camp 
David formula, confined to Egypt 
and Israel, was only a step to over- 
all peace." he added. 

Following a spate of oil price 
rises, which began during the Ira- 
nian revolution, Japan faces an oil 
import bill this year of about $55 
billion, compared with about $32 
billion in 1979. 

While Tokyo has decided to 
step up oil conservation and diver- 
sify 1 energy sources, oil will remain 
the country's main energy source 
during this decade and probably 
for several years afterwards. 

In an effort to foster good rela- 
tions with the Middle East, the 
value of Japan’s technical coop- 
eration there has jumped con- 
siderably since 1974. 


BELGRADE. Feb. II (R) - 
President Tito's health re- 
emerged today as a subject of 
immediate national concern after 
disclosure that he has developed 
kidney and digestive problems fol- 
lowing the amputation of his left 
leg last month. 

A panel of eight doctors treat- 
ing the 87-year-old leader said 
yesterday necessary measures 
were being taken to cope with rhe 
new problems, but they gave no 
details. 

Ordinary Yugoslavs were dis- 
mayed by’ the medical bulletin, 
since earlier ones had given the 
strong impression that their age- 
ing leader was making a remark- 
able recovery and had already- 
resumed some of his official 
duties. 

The officially-inspired press 
limited its coverage today of the 
president's condition to repro- 
ducing yesterday's four-Jine 
communique, without any expan- • 
sion or comment. 

But people in shops and offices 
and their homes worried quietly 
over what the reported turn for 
the worse in Marshal Tito's health 
meant, and what the future might 
hold. 

President Tito underwent an 
operation in mid-January aimed 
at clearing an artery blockage, but 
the surgery 1 failed and gangrene 
developed in his foot. 

To save his life, his lower leg 
was amputated on Jan. 20. Sub- 
sequent bulletins said he was 
recovering well and top Com- 
munist Parry officials suggested he 
might leave hospital last week for 
his residence at Brdo, in the foot- 
hills of the Alps. 

But yesterday's bulletin seemed 
to indicate ihat the president 
would have to stay on in the clin- 
ical centre in the northwestern city 
of Ljubljana. The centre is the 
country's best -equipped hospital 


for circulation ailmenrs. 

The bulletin yesterday, tne first 
in three days, said: “In recent 
days, the recovery of President of 
the Republic Josip Broz Tito has 
been slowed down because of 
digestion troubles and the appear- 
ance of certain difficulties in the 
kidney function. Measures of 
necuvory treatment are being 
taken.” * 

.Medical specialists in Belgrade 
said it was difficult to interpret the 
vague wording of the bulletin, but 
it appeared to indicate that serious 
complications had arisen. 

“Otherwise they would almost 
certainly not have been men- 
tioned at all.” one doctor said.

Russians’ share of Soviet population 
is slipping, according to census resuli 


MOSCOW, Feb. 1L (R) - Rus- 
sians still form a narrow majority 
of the Soviet population but their 
share is slipping because of a baby 
boom among Muslim 
nationalities, according to census 
results published here. 

Publication this week of results 
from the January 1979 census has 
given the first accurate picture for 
nearly a decade of the mixture of 
nationalities among the Soviet 
Union’s 262 million people. 

The 137 million ethnic Russians 
make up 52.4 percent of the total 
population, compared to 533 per 
cent at the last census in 1970. 

The next biggesr nationality are 
the Ukrainians with 42 million or 
16.1 per cent, compared to 16.8 
per cent in 1970. 

In third place are the Uzbeks, 
biggest of the Soviet Union's Mus- 
lim nationalities with 12.5 mil- 
lions, a rise of 35 per cent. 

The census figures indicate that 
the Soviet Union has around 40 


million people of Muslim origin, 
about ten million more than in 
1970. 

The Uzbeks have displaced the 
9.5 million Byelorussians, who 
like their fellow Slavs have a low 
birth rate, as the Soviet Union's 
Third biggest national group. 

The census showed that other 
Muslim nationalities such as Tad- 
zhiks, Turkmens, Azerbaijanis 
and Kazakhs also increased in 
numbers by between one third and 
one quarter since 1970. 

Among the nationalities to 
dhow the smallest growth were the 
1.4 million Latvians, who 
increased in number by only 0.6 
per cent over rhe nine years. 

Latvia is one of three small Bal- 
tic republics where birth rates are 
vety low and pressures for assimi- 
lation among non-Russians are 
traditionally strong. 

In Central Asia the picture is 
the opposite, with high birth rates, 
large families and less assimi- 


lation. The number of rejig 
believers is not known, but is.

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BAHRAIN. Feb. 1 1 (R)--A gov- 
ernment ban on the sale of pork in 
Bahrain by the end of this month 
has started-apork rush and a thriv- 
ing business iiTdeep- freezer sales. 

Hours after the ban was con- 
finned by government officials, 
the foreign community in Bahrain 
flocked to supermarkets all over 
the island to stock up their freez- 
ers. 

One housewife walked into a 
supermarket in the fashionable 
diplomatic district of Yateem and 
said “2 will take your entire stock 
of pork”, a supermarket manager 
said. 

“It is like the gold rush and 
indeed, prices will shoot up too,” 
he said. 

From the end of February, no 
pork or pork products will be 
allowed into Bahrain. 

Another supermarket manager 
spoke of rationing customers if 
people tried to buy up too much at 
a time. 


“The government should have 
advised us in advance. I have a two 
month's consignment on its way,” 
he said. 

The weekly Gulf Mirror said 
several shops have complained 
that they did not know what to do 
as they had not yet been notified 
officially. 

One hotel hoped an exception 
would be made for the inter- 
national hotels, which offer pork 
on their menus. 

According to official statistics, 
Bahrain imported about 7.000 
tonnes of pork in 1978, mostly 
from the U.S., Singapore and 
Denmark. 

The ban has aroused specu- 
lation among the foreign com- 
munity that this could soon be fol- 
lowed by another on alcohol. 

Last summer, the government, 
moved all liquor shops from the 


country’s foreign policy in ■ the 
1980s.' 

Another former foreign minis- 
ter, Mr. Toshio Kimura, said there 
was '“political merit for Japan not 
to have fully joined hands with tbe 
United States in economic sanc- 
tions against Iran.”
